which I will relate to Uttered 
While he was on a visit to the North 

Carolina Deaf-Mate Institution at Ra- 
leigh, ho was, one morning, faking n 
walk about that eily when a country 
man or a market, truckman. Inking 
him for the I'prineipal of the school, 
slopped him and asked him if he Want 
ed fresh potato, n for his school. Mr. 
Brown told him that he was not Un- 
man, which surprised him, because he, 
Mr. Ii., bore so striking u rosem 
bianco to the principal, Mr. Oooke, who 
'el three different institutions, 
one mi Raleigh, N. Oi another at Cave 
Spring, <ia. ; and the other at VwA 
eriek City, Md. The place where he 
made his final home is still mimed 
Gal laudet, hid, in honor of (he 
founder of deaf mute instruct ion in 
America, but his n sting place is not 
very far from the Indiana lnslifution, 
where, I venture to say, ho was once a 
teacher.

H. Barnes in this city. Opposite to 

their home stands the house where

I learn that there is an ignorant 

deaf-mute fisherman fo this ciiy, who

I know ol several other unlearned 

deaf mutes, who make themselves com 
tollable by following their reap 

trades.

at the opening' of tlio society, which 
was purely free irom strife. During

Behold if has been the cause of es- 
tablishing such societies nil over the 
country. Mr. Marsh is a true chrin 
fian and a modest gentleman. 1 have 
had the pleasure of knowing him 
Well as a. friend for fifty four years. 
Ho is believed to be still living in 
Thoniaslon, Ooon. He must feel glad 
Ins attempt fully rewarded. Ho 
may be called the Father of deaf mute 
bible societies as well as Sunday 
Schools. 

1 must not omit to say something 
about Mrs. holing. 

She made a will bequeathing one 
thousand dollars to what she called 

the ••Host, in Ebofo Society," and after 

her death, it was lost to (h- society 

not only because it, was not legally In- 
corporated, but also, because its name 
was not the same, it having been 
changed to that, of the Boston Pcaf- 
Mule Association, which has since 
witnessed a long succession of trouble 
on aooount of waul of skilful manage- 
ment.

Di-iAU Journal : — Being about 
leaving this city for the North after a 
very pleasant sojourn of ten ii 
must write you a brief letter, merely 
saving what has transpired during 
(hat. length of time. 

I have enjoyed the line hospitalities 

of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel V. Marcy 

very much indeed, they having a very 

ml. home on the Father of 

rivers, about two miles below. 

They aie making preparations to 
pay an annual visit lo the North, 
Starting after the Fourth of July, and 
returning by the middle of tlio fall. 

Mr. Marcy once attended school at 
the Royal Institution, at 1'aris, for 
one year. His father wished him to 
undergo an operation on his cars', but 
the doctor said that it would be of no 
uso to do so, which was what c.iused 
him fo go fo that, school. 

Yesterday afternoon, it. did me 
much good to officiate in St. Paul's 
Church, this city, where was assem- 
bled an attentive and appreciate 
dienee of about, thirty live deaf mutes, 
m\ text being: " What Beast thou f" 

Among them were Mr. Alfred 
Kearney and Mrs. Marion Dear ing 
Lawrence- both my old pupils, the 
former, a teacher in the Miss Institu- 
tion, spending his vacation with his 
mother, and 1 he latter, about going 
home with her husband, known as a 
teacher of the day school for deaf- 
mules in this city. 

hast Saturday. 1 found and bought 
at an old book junk store a verv curi- 
ous and old book, printed al Madrid, 
Spain, in 1620, for teaching the deaf 

to talk. It is embellished with a 

manual alphabet almost like ours, 
pardon me for saying that 1 am 
I hand at picking such books. 
1 purchased at, another a \erv ol'l 
hook, published at. Paris, m 181*7, for 
the instruction of the blind, which 1 

intend presenting to the Virginia In- 
stitution where I so long labored. 

■i at the same store, a memoir 
of the life of James Milnor, D.D.. 
for many years President of the 
hoard of Directors of the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
published in 1849. 

It may be be interesting to you the 
readers to know a few tilings about 
him. 

On Tuesday evening, the 8th of 

April, 1844, Dr. Milnor presided in 
his own siudy at. a meeting of the 
Directors of the Institution, of winch 
he was .me of the founders, and had 
long been a bcnelicenl patron. It 
was at, the close of this meeting, that 
was ono of the directors congratulated 
him on his appearance of good 
health, and that in reply to the 
gratulation, he laid his hand upon 
breast, and said, " I have something 
here, sir, that, warns me to expect 
death at any moment." In live hours 
from the adjournment of the Dnec 
tors, his body lay a lifeless form ! 

I think iL proper t.» Mtaft* his visits 
to some deaf and dumb sohoo 
Europe, in 1S:;0, which were made 
at the request Of the Directors of the 
York Institution. 

In April, 1880, soon after his arriv- 
al, he went with a frioiul to visit the 
Liverpool Institution for the lnsfme- 
fion of the Deaf and Dumb. 11 
ed the headmaster or principal of the 
school fo givo him his opinion as the 
advantage of teaching this unfortun- 
ate class to articulate. Afterwards, 
they visited a family in which there 
were a young gentleman and a 
both deaf-mutes, the former of whom 
had learned to speak in a manner free 
from the objections which he (Dr. 
Milnor) had urged. They found 
I hem at home with their mother, a 
lady in independent circumstances ; 
and were favored with an inten 
some length, in which lie, the Dr. 

was much gratified b) the talent ex- 
hibited, and the improvement made 
by them in virions branches of their 
education. Both variety

lad, added some ingenious work in 
worsted, which she had just complet- 
jd. The latter had made very fittle 
proficiency in speaking ; and the 
young gentleman's attempt, instead 
of removing the Dr.'s object ions was 
calculated lo increase them. II is 
was so weak, and his articula- 
tion so indistinct, that, when h 
dressed himself to his Bisters, the Dr. 
could distinguish seareelv a single 
word, lie repeated the Lord's pray- 
er in a tone by no means pleasant, 
and in an articulation far from dis- 
tinct. The doctor's unfavorable ini- 
ons in regard to this branch of 
instruction were rather confirmed 
than removed by this instance of its 
failure. 

The doctor, at his I nt to 

the deaf-mule school at Surrey, wit- 
nessed a more favorable result '. 
ex peri in en I, of teaching this ol 
pupils to articulate than thai which 
bi 1 had seen at Liverpool. He 

conversed some time wiih a deaf- 
mute, who was a tutor in the school, 
of considerable intelligence, and who 
spake plainly, grammatically and 
ably. 

He next made an inspection tour 
at the Glasgow Deaf and Duml 
u m. Among the production 
the pupils which he examined, were 
several copies of rich engravings 
made with a pen, and scarce! v to lie 
distinguished from the originals. 
One of these was a copv of the full- 
length portrait of Napoleon in impe 
rial robes, by a boy, twelve years old. 
The ingenious lad told him tl 
did noi give a correct picture of Na- 
poleon's face, that he though 
could improve it. The Dr. eon 
lated him on his hai 
made a manifest improvement on the 
original.

" There has been a cruel mistake mado in tho 
matter," said CMsf Ferguson. " It must bo a 
blunder, for no human creature with a heart 
would desert a man in this condition.

' A man was sent horo from Erie by train this 
evening. He seems to bo blind and doaf. Wo 
can learn nothing from him and have sent, him 
back. Ho will bo In on the E. A P. at 1:20 a m 
Have a man at the depot to meet him.' 

"And so tho poor creature was landed hue fj 
tor midnight," the chief continued, and after i 
while Gfllcer Simons brought bira down. He 
obey* readily enough, and hears without diflicul- 
ty. That he is not deaf is indicated in many 
ways— but bis lips aro sealed. 

" What became of Constable Harnor, how he 
lost Volk or how Volk lost him, I can't guess ; 
unless the officer turn' .< I him over to a haokman 
or somebody at Conneautvillo. Director lien 
dcrson was notified whilo tho man was at Hat ate- 
pot Sunday morning— and he Jtrsetsd that Volk 
bo brought hero.

graduates and former pupils as was 
evinced by the large number presont. 

Tuesday noon, a good many began 
arriving, and every in-coming train 
brought reinforcements until night, 
when tho number rolled op to near 
one hundred, and during tho next two

Yesterday was a gala day at at tho 
Institution for tho Deaf at Kdgowood. 
Tho pupils wore attired in holiday 
costumes and had on their most charm- 
ing smiles. Had any 0110 hold tho 
notion that tho doaf are an unhappy 
class of humanity, such an illusion 
would have been quickly dispelled 
yesterday, for a more happy and bright 
lot of girls and boys would havo been 
difficult to find. As tho hundreds oi 
visitors awaitod with a good deal of 
uneasiness the opening of the chapel 
door, your correspondent stood on the 
porch and literally feasted his eyos on 
the charming spread of landcape. 
Possibly in all tho valloy there is not 
one spot where a bettor view can be 
had. Wilkinsbarg lies to the north 
west of the building, almost shutout 
from view by the thick growth of 
small maple trees.
